Louisville Automobile Club and sim- 
ilar clubs throughout the State. 

The House went into a committee 
of the whole to hear former Attor- 
ney General Charles Morris explain 
the provisions of the measure. The 
three outstanding feaures of the 
measure, he said, look to expedi- 
ency in obtaining metal tags for 
cars by havlim; County Clerks issue 
lieenae; proHde better trnflle regu- 
latiOM and pravwt timffle in stolen 
automobtles. Another good feature 
of the bill, he said, solves the ques- 
tion of refund on license where cars 
change hands. 

The bill allowed t-he County 
Clerks a fee of 40 cents for issuing 
i license, the fee to be paid by the au- 
i tomobile owner. This feature of the 
j bill Representative Ciario thought 
i objectionable on the grounds that 
i automobile owners are already pay- 
line more than their juat aaK>unt of 
jiaxes. He' ottered an amendment 
which provided, that the 40-cent fee 
lis to be deducted from tlie license 
collected, and the amendknent was 
adopted by the House. 

Motorcycle license fees are fixed 
at $10 and luitomobile fo*>^ sixty 
cents for each horse power. The 
re,'?istration fees on trucks are $22 
for l.oOO pounds or lessi $33 for 
more than 1,000 pounds and less 
than 2,000 pounds; $40 for more 
than 2,000 pounds and less than 3,- 
000 pounds; $50 for more than 3,- 
000 pounds and less than 4,000 
pounds and less than 5,000 pounds; 
$70 for more than S.OOO poniide and 
less than 6,000 pounds;, ftO tor more 
than 6,000 pounds and lees than 7,- 
000 pounds; $100 for more than 7,- 
000 pounds and leas than 8,000 
pounds and less than 9,000 pounds; 
$150 for more than 9,000 pounds 
and less than 10.000 pounds; more 
than 10,000 pounds: $150 for each 
additional ton. 

The amendment of Representative 
.lames H. Thompson limiting the load 
to be hauled by trucks to six tons 
was adopted. 

The bill of Bepresentative Thomp- 
son, of Bourbon county, to make 
Paris a center of construction in the 
State highway system, amended to 
include Paintsville, Sandy Hook and 
Ivouisa as centers of construction, 
was paned, 64 to 0.

STORM NEAR SPRINGFIELD. MO. 

SPRINGFIELD. MO., March 16.— 
Ten persons are known to be dead 
nd eight injured as the result of a 
tornado, which swept throoch the 
valley of Turkey Cre«k near Bran- 
son and Holliater, in TiMMy County. 
Thursday. 

Nine towns in Tarious parts of the* 
southweet section of the State were 
hit. 

Seven of the dead are minor chil- 
dren of Ran and William Box, broth- 
ers, living at Melva, a small town 
five miles r-outh of Branson. 

Four of William Box's children 
were killed and his brother lost 
three children. The wives of both 
men received injuries from which it 
s believed they can not recover. 

Mrs. Alva Howard and child, liv- 
ing at Melva, were killed instantly.. 
William Jackson, living flve mites 
southeast of Branson, is dead and 
his sister aerkNialy Injured. 

John Orofls and hia wife, llrlns 
on a farm near Oasis, north of Bran- 
don, were Mown away with, their 
home and no trace has been found 
of either the home or its occupant^.. 

Ridgeway Manky was carried 1,- 
000 feet from his home at Melva, 
and when he regained consciousness 
on the opposite bank of Turkey 
Creek he saw his young brother, 
William, struggling in the water. 
He was too weak to give aid. Later 
the body of the broUier was reeo'r- 
ered downstream. 

The bodies of the Box children, 
according to reports received here, 
were takaa tnm Turkey Creek 
which had been swoUea •to large 
proportions by incessant raina Wed- 
nesday night and early Thursday. 

The storm was not confined to 
Melva. Reports of homes carried 
away, buildings destroyed and chil- 
dren injured continued to pour into 
the center of the stricken area 
Thursday night. The storm dis- 
trict included Kirbyville, Taney- 
ville. Mildred. Oaals. Forsyth and 
Branson. 

The storm-swept country is 
known to thousands of tourists wbo 
annually visit the OzaiiL region f6r 
hunting and fishing. 

Reports of unusual effects of the 
storm were numerous. Thursday 
night, a work train of eight cars 
south of BraaaoB, and on which the 
wires of six workmen Ihred waa 
moved 200 feet down the traek and 
the cars uncoupled, but not <me of 
the occupants hurt. 

Tho hotel at Melva was practi- 
cally demolished, while six worr^n 
were seated near the fireplace. 
Bricks, plaster and splinters fell 
about the women. One was injured 
•Ughtly.

HITS AT AUTO THIEVES. 

Senator Jay Harlan's bill design- 
ed to stop the growing theft of auto- 
oiobilea^ was another of the meas- 
ures to receive atevaath hour action 
Saturday, passing tha.Qapata with- 
out an opposing vote. 

The bill has real teeth in it. It 
not only m.akes it a felony to erase 
or deface serial numbers on engines 
or cars, but provides that it shall be 
a similar crime, punishable by a 
sentence of one to five years in pris- 
on, exen to have in possession a car 
with serial number so tampered 
with. Possession or control of a car 
in such a condition is declared in 
the bill to be prima facie evidence 
t hat the work was done by the per- 
son in control.
